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THE WHITE HOUSE CONFERENCE ON CHILD 
HEALTH AND PROTECTION. 


The interests of deaf and of hard-of-hearing children 
were given due consideration by the White House Confer- 
ence on Child Health and Protection when three thousand 
delegates and interested persons met in Washington, D. C., 
November 19-22, 1930, on call of the President of the 
United States, ‘‘to study the present status of the health 
and well-being of the children of the United States and to 
report what is being done; to recommend what ought to 
be done and how to do it.”’ 

The Conference was called in accordance with President 
Hoover’s purpose announced soon after his inauguration, 
when he expressed the belief ‘‘that the opportunity of the 
nation lies in the health and protection of its children.’’ 

Preliminary steps were taken in the spring of 1929 
when the President appointed Secretary of Interior Wil- 
bur, chairman of a planning committee, composed of 27 
men and women, whose national interests were closely re- 
lated to problems of child welfare. The planning com- 
mittee divided the technical work into four major sec- 
tions: I. Medical Service; II. Public Health and Admin- 
istration; III. Education and Training; and IV. The 
Handicapped; Prevention, Maintenance and Protection. 

Each of these sections was further divided into commit- 
tees and sub-committees until the membership had grown 
to 1,200. The months following were spent by these com- 
mittees in taking up the problems assigned to them, gather- 
ing data and all available information. Existing founda- 
tions and educational institutions were called into service 
to make surveys and investigations until every field of 
child endeavor was covered. 

Committee reports were ready in November and Presi- 
dent Hoover invited two thousand additional interested

men and women to hear these reports, discuss them, and 
agree upon a final course of action. 

The Conference opened in Constitution Hall with an 
address by President Hoover who indicated the problems 
before it, and outlined what was to be done. Speaking of 
handicapped children and quoting from preliminary re- 
ports of the committees, he said: 


Out of 45,000,000 children— 


35,000,000 are reasonably normal. 
6,000,000 are improperly nourished. 
1,000,000 have defective speech. 
1,000,000 have weak or damaged hearts. 
675,000 present behavior problems. 
450,000 are mentally retarded. 
382,000 are tubercular. 
342,000 have impaired hearing. 
18,000 are totally deaf. 
300,000 are crippled. 
50,000 are partially blind. 
14,000 are wholly blind. 
200,000 are delinquent. 
500,000 are dependent. 
And so on, to a total of at least 10 millions of deficients, more than 
80 percent of whom are not receiving the necessary attention. ... 


The Conference took up the task of considering the 
voluminous reports on the following day and continued in 
session through Thursday and Friday, November 20 and 
21, until Saturday noon, November 22. Before adjourn- 
ment a ‘‘Children’s Charter’’ was drawn up and adopted, 
and by a standing vote the members pledged the Presi- 
dent ‘‘from this day to work harder and more in- 
telligently for the health and protection of children.”’ 

Paragraph one of the ‘‘Charter’’ reads: 


Every child is entitled to be understood and all dealing with 
him should be based upon the fullest understanding of the child. 


Paragraph 14 declares: 


Every child who is blind, deaf, crippled or otherwise handi- 
capped should be given expert study and corrective treatment where 
there is the possibility of relief, and appropriate development or 
training. 

The deaf and the hard of hearing came in for considera- 
tion by a committee under Section IV, designated as 


IV-B with Dr. W. J. Ellis, of the State Department of In- 
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stitutions and Agencies, New Jersey, as chairman, to which 
was assigned ‘‘The Mentally and Physically Handi- 
capped.’’ 

A subcommittee, with Miss Josephine B. Timberlake, 
Superintendent of the Volta Bureau, as chairman, took up 
the specific problem of ‘‘The Deaf and the Hard of Hear- 
ing.’’ This subcommittee was composed of the following 
members: Dr. Gordon Berry, of Massachusetts, otologist 
and past president of the American Federation of 
Leagues for the Hard of Hearing; Dr. Knight Dunlap, of 
Baltimore, professor of experimental psychology of Johns 
Hopkins University; Dr. Harvey Fletcher, of New York, 
acoustical research director, Bell Telephone Laboratories; 
Dr. E. A. Gruver, superintendent of the Pennsylvania In- 
stitution for the Deaf, and president of the Convention of 
American Instructors of the Deaf; Dr. Percival Hall, 
president of Gallaudet College; Helen Keller, of Forest 
Hills, Long Island; Dr. J. Schuyler Long, principal of the 
Iowa School for the Deaf; Dr. Hugh Rowell, of New York, 
assistant professor of health education, Teachers College, 
Columbia University; Dr. Harris Taylor, superintendent 
of the Institution for the Improved Instruction of the 
Deaf, New York; and Miss Betty Wright, of Washington, 
secretary of the American Federation of Leagues for the 
Hard of Hearing. 

The committee held a meeting in Washington in Decem- 
ber, 1929, with Dr. Emil Frankel, of New Jersey, research 
secretary of Section IV, present, and discussed the prob- 
lems given it to solve. Further work was carried on by 
correspondence and a final meeting held in Washington 
prior to the Conference, the result being a report covering 
43 mimeographed pages prepared for presentation to the 
meeting. 

The committee’s estimate of the number of children 
with impaired hearing was considerably higher than the 
figures given by President Hoover, placing it between 
1,000,000 and 3,000,000, which included 17,000 children 
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totally deaf, now reported in schools for the deaf in the 
United States. These figures are based on tests of over 
a million school children below the high school age made 
in 130 cities by the best measuring devices available. The 
extent of the problem was thus indicated, which included 
not only the totally deaf but also the hard-of-hearing child 
in the public schools. 

At the outset the committee was handicapped by the 
lack of adequate data and reliable information. The 
urgent need of surveys to make available such basic facts 
was apparent and was among the things recommended 
by the committee in its report to be taken up. Incident- 
ally it is to be noted that the same lack was reported by 
other committees. 

The committee also pointed out that the five existing 
organizations now engaged in work with the deaf were 
‘‘interlocking and overlapping’’ and that none of them 
was in a position, or had equipment, to conduct adequate 
research activity. Reorganization of these five national 
societies, known currently as ‘‘The Convention’’, ‘‘The 
Conference’’, ‘‘The Association’’, ‘‘The Society’’, and 
‘‘The Federation’’, was urgently recommended, ‘‘to elimi- 
nate overlapping of activities and secure better coordina- 
tion.’’ 

It was suggested that this reorganization could be ac- 
complished with the aid of the Advisory Committee of the 
National Research Council, and that ‘‘adequate funds, 
conditioned on proper reorganization and cooperation, 
should be allotted to the proper groups to provide for 
adequate publication of research and other information, to 
maintain a comprehensive central library adequate for 
research purposes, and for the promotion of such social 
and educational work as may properly fall within the 
province of these organizations.’’ 

The report discussed in detail all phases of problems re- 
lating to the deaf and the hard-of-hearing, among which 
were: The extent of the problem of the deaf and the 
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hard-of-hearing; causes and prevention of deafness; care 
and medical treatment; how to assist those thus handi- 
capped; discovery of such handicapped children; the im- 
portance of and methods of measuring speech and lip- 
reading ; a survey of deafness in the public schools; classes 
for the hard of hearing in public schools and for the cor- 
rection of speech; general education of both the totally 
deaf and of the hard of hearing; vocational training and 
placement; social and personal problems; problems of 
heredity; the deaf-blind; the feeble-minded deaf; instru- 
ments to measure deafness and those to aid the hard of 
hearing; curricula; intellectual measures adapted to the 
deaf; the infant and the young child; and the importance 
of a nursery school study as urged by the National Re- 
search Council two years ago. 

Many of these problems had already been considered 
and discussed at the two conferences previously held un- 
der the auspices of the National Research Council and 
frequent citations were made from its findings and em- 
bodied in the committee’s recommendations. 

A brief summary of the report was read to the general 
meeting of the Conference on Thursday afternoon by 
Miss Timberlake, when the following recommendations 
were presented : 


First, that the discovery of deaf and hard-of-hearing children 
be promoted in every possible way. To this end, audiometric sur- 
veys of school children should be extended until the entire school 
population is included and until every child has his hearing tested 
every year. This is primarily work for the school systems assisted by 
the various agencies and organizations in the field. 

Second, that every child found to have impaired hearing be 
given proper medical attention, so that the defect may be corrected 
or its progress arrested, if possible. 

Third, that all public schools systems be urged to take steps as 
rapidly as possible toward the installation of special classes and 
special instruction for hard-of-hearing children, in accordance with 
the analysis of this report. 

Fourth, that the department of public instruction in each state be 
urged to provide means and personnel in its organization for the 
development of possibilities through the state for the early discovery 
of the hard-of-hearing child and the provision of adequate means for 
his school treatment and instruction. 

Fifth, that population surveys adequate in scope and extent to 
determine standards of age, race, occupation, and local difficulties 
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in auditory defect, and to give information as to the incidence of 
different types of defect be undertaken by agencies competent to 
carry the surveys through to completion, over a succeeding term of 
years. 

Sixth, that provision be made through some agency, such as the 
National Research Council, for the integration and promotion of 
basie scientific research on problems of audition, physical, phycho- 
logical and physiological, whose results should be contributory to the 
solution of the problems of the deaf child and the hard-of-hearing 
child. This program should look to an activity during a period of 
15 to 20 years and should provide immediately for preliminary work 
essential to the further pursuit of this and other programs. 

Included in this preliminary work are the production of ade- 
quate scales and tests for lip-reading and speech and a survey of 
the actual standards of work in the schools for the deaf. 

Seventh, that provision be made through an agency competent 
not only in regard to general educational problems in regard to the 
special work for the deaf, but for the prosecution of educational re- 
search which shall contribute to the improvement of the general, 
special and vocational education of the deaf and the hard of hearing 
both in the public schools and in schools for the deaf. 

Such an agency might be constituted through an existing in- 
stitution working under the direction of a national committee, and 
should work with and largely through existing universities, schools 
for the deaf and other agencies. 

Eighth, that provision be made for the establishment and con- 
duct of a nursery school for deaf infants, which while relatively 
independent in its operation shall work in cooperation with the vari- 
special and vocational education of the deaf and the hard-of-hearing 
Such a school should be staffed primarily with persons trained in 
modern nursery school methods. 


In a special report on ‘‘The Vocational Adjustment of 
the Physically and Mentally Handicapped’’ prepared by 
Dr. Emil Frankel, as a part of the contribution to Sec- 
tion IV-B is an exhaustive study of this special problem. 
Some interesting and significant data are presented and 
constructive recommendations are made. 

Dr. Frankel, among other things, cited a survey made in 
Chicago, where 100 employers were interviewed. . Ninety- 
two of these stated ‘‘that handicapped children performed 
as satisfactory as those without handicaps’’. Twenty 
cases of the deaf were included in specific instances men- 
tioned among those on which the findings were based. 

The main purpose of the special report by Dr. Frankel 
was to prove that the handicapped were a social asset, and 
‘“‘realizing the great need for developing a comprehensive 
program for the physically and mentally handicapped, it 
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attempted to formulate recommendations which will ac- 
complish this aim.’’ 

It suggested ‘‘the development of a unified program co- 
ordinating national, state and local activities in behalf of 
the handicapped,’’ and described ‘‘methods of creating 
such constructive attitudes on the part of parents, school 
authorities, commerce and industry, and the public as 
will lead to an appreciation of the handicapped child’s 
vocational possibilities. ’’ 

This committee recommends a federal government 
agency ‘‘charged with the responsibility of promoting a 
complete program of social and economic adjustment of 
all types of handicapped children.’’ It also suggests that 
the Division of Vocational Rehabilitation in the Federal 
Board for Vocational Education, heretofore confined to 
the physicallly handicapped of employable age ‘‘extend its 
services to include the physically and mentally handi- 
capped children.’’ 

It is impossible in a short paper to give a full survey 
of the comprehensive program covered by the Conference 
but published reports will soon be available to the public 
and the real significance of the Conference will be appreci- 
ated. 

Finally, it is quite in place, by way of conclusion, to 
quote here from the latter part of President Hoover’s ad- 
dress at the opening session of the Conference words 
which fittingly express the keynote for its deliberations: 


In democracy our progress is the sum of progress of the indi- 
viduals—that they each individually achieve to the full capacity of 
their abilities and character. Their varied personalities and abilities 
must be brought fully to bloom; they must not be mentally regi- 
mented to a single mold or the qualities of many will be stifled; 
the door of opportunity must be opened to each of them. 

Throughout the sessions the White House Conference on

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AN EVENING SCHOOL FOR THE ADULT DEAF 


The St. Louis Board of Education maintains an evening 
school for the adult deaf of that city. The opportunities 
of the Gallaudet Evening School are open to all deaf or 
hard-of-hearing residents of St. Louis. The classes meet 
on Tuesday and Thursday evenings and are open to both 
sexes. 

It is the aim to give such courses as will meet the needs 
of the applicants. 

Courses are given in all grades of English and mathe- 
matics, bookkeeping, typewriting, electricity, and a pre- 
liminary course in drafting. 

In the cooking class the young women learn the princi- 
ples of cookery, selection and marketing of foods, serving 
and planning of meals. 

In the sewing class the work is adjusted to meet the 
needs of the individual students. Beginners take up the 
elementary work on seams, hemming, ete. More advanced 
students learn how to apply and alter commercial pat- 
terns, cut, fit and sew undergarments and dresses. Those 
who are more interested in the artistic phase of sewing 
learn the various embroidery stitches and make various 
fancy articles, such as dolls, pillows, spreads, ete., for their 
homes. 

The manual arts work consists of elementary and ad- 
vanced work in joinery. In the elementary joinery work 
the student is taught the proper use of all joinery tools 
and is expected to acquire a good technique in his work. 
In the advanced work he is taught how to make and read 
working plans or to express his ideas in some concrete 
manner of the project upon which he is to work. From 
these plans and ideas the project is built. Considerable 
lathe work is done in connection with the cabinet work so 
that a student may include turned work in his project. 
Stained and varnished finishes are used so that the highest 
kind of work is produced. 

Instruction in lip-reading is given to the hard of hearing. 

There are classes for both sexes in gymnasium work.

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METHODS OF INSTRUCTION IN AMERICAN 
SCHOOLS FOR THE DEAF 


The ‘‘Methods of Instruction’? named in the following Tabular 
Statement may be defined as follows: 


I. The Manual Method.—Signs, the manual alphabet, and writing 
are the chief means used in the instruction of the pupils, and the 
principal objects aimed at are mental development and facility in 
the comprehension and use of written language. The degree of 
relative importance given to these three means varies in different 
schools; but is a difference only in degree, and the end aimed at 
is the same in all. 

II. The Manual Alphabet Method——The manual alphabet and 
writing are the chief means used in the instruction of the pupils, 
and the principal objects aimed at are mental development and 
facility in the comprehension and use of written language. Speech 
and speech-reading are taught to all of the pupils in the schools 
recorded as following this method. 

III. The Oral Method.—Speech and speech-reading, together with 
writing, are made the chief means of instruction, and facility in 
speech and speech-reading, as well as mental development and 
written language is aimed at. There is a difference in different 
schools in the extent to which the use of natural signs is allowed 
in the early part of the course, and also in the prominence given 
to writing as an auxiliary to speech and speech-reading in the 
course of instruction; but they are differences only in degree, and 
the end aimed at is the same in all. In most of the Oral schools, 
and with some of the pupils'in some of the Combined-System 
schools, as reported in the following tabular Statement, the manual 
alphabet and sign language are never used by any employee of the 
school. 

IV. The Auricular Method.—The hearing of semi-deaf pupils is 
utilized and developed to the greatest possible extent, and, with or 
without the aid of artificial appliances, their education is carried 
on chiefly through the use of speech and hearing, together with 
writing. The aim of the method is to graduate its pupils as hard- 
of-hearing speaking people instead of deaf-mutes. 

V. The Combined System.—Speech and speech-reading are regarded 
as very important, but mental development and the acquisition of 
language are regarded as still more important. It is believed that 
in some cases mental development and the acquisition of language 
can be best promoted by the Manual or the Manual Alphabet 
method, and, so far as circumstances permit, such method is chosen 
for each pupil as seems best adapted for his individual case. Speech 
and speech-reading are taught where the measure of success seems 
likely to justify the labor expended, and in some of the classrooms 
of most of the Combined-System schools the Oral or the Auricular 
method is strictly followed.

Everyone interested in the education of the deaf regrets 
the loss of so valuable an instructor from the ranks of the 
profession. 


Idaho School.—Miss Margaret E. Scyster, supervising 
teacher, resigned to accept a position at the Illinois 
School. She was succeeded by Miss Elsie V. Spicer of the 
North Carolina School. 

Shoe repairing and beauty culture were introduced as 
new vocational subjects. 


Kentucky School.—Bids were opened in October for the 
construction of a new recitation building. The last Legis- 
lature appropriated $100,000 for this building, and work 
will be started as soon as a contract is let. 


Louisiana School.—Mr. Fred C. Numbers, Jr., formerly 
principal in the Michigan School, has been appointed 
principal. 


Normal training work, with a class of six members, has 
been resumed this year. 
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The new modern fireproof school building, in process of 
completion, is practically ready for occupancy. 

McCowen Home.—Following the death in September, 
1930, of Miss Mary McCowen, its founder, the Home is to 
continue to function under the direction of its board of 
trustees. 

Minnesota School.—Since the opening of school in the 
fall, Dr. J. L. Smith has been acting as supervising teacher 
of the advanced grades, and Miss Josephine F. Quinn as 
supervising teacher of the intermediate and primary 
grades. 

Mississippi School—In September Mr. Wirt A. Scott 
was succeeded by Dr. J. H. Stone as superintendent. 

School opened with an enrollment of 195 white and 51 
colored children. A new building for negro children, 
costing $60,000 was to be ready for use the first of Janu- 
ary, 1931. With the $30,000 appropriated by the Legis- 
lature in May for repairs, the main building is being put 
in good condition. 

New Jersey School—A new wing was added to the 
boys’ building last year and occupied at the opening of 
school this fall. The rapid growth of the school, however, 
necessitates further additions in dormitory and shop fa- 
cilities, as there seems to be crowding in several depart- 
ments. 

A Normal Class of four students, all of whom are either 
college graduates or graduates of the New Jersey State 
Normal School, is receiving training in the methods of 
teaching the deaf. 

North Carolina School at Raletigh.—A new location, just 
two miles south of Raleigh on State Highway No. 10, has 
been purchased for the school. It contains 233 acres of 
well situated land. The school building program is un- 
der way. Four dormitories, administration building, 
heating plant and other modern conveniences are under 
construction. 

Parker Practice School_—The Deaf Oral Parent-Teacher 
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Association assumed the financial responsibility for six 
small pupils to attend the Summer Meeting of the Ameri- 
can Association to Promote the Teaching of Speech to the 
Deaf in Milwaukee, in July, where with their instructors, 
Miss Helen Hammer and Miss Esther Howes and three 
other pupils, they gave demonstrations in Silent Reading. 

The Parker Practice Day-School lost a true friend and 
staunch supporter at the death of Miss Mary McCowen in 
September, 1930. Miss MeCowen was the founder and first 
principal of the Deaf Oral Department. She originated 
the Parent-Teacher Association, she inaugurated the first 
real kindergarten for deaf children under six years of 
age, and she trained teachers in the Normal College of 
which the Parker is a practice school. Her connections 
were with child, parent and teacher, and she saw, as few 
others have ever seen, that for a truly educated deaf child 
all the forces and influences must be integrated and cor- 
related thoroughly and completely. That she was able to 
effect so much toward her high aim is a great monument 
to her memory which is cherished by a host of friends and 
followers. 

Utah School—On December 2, 1930, Driggs Hall, a 
beautiful new Girls’ Dormitory was formally opened for 
use. The building, 160 feet in length and 50 feet in 
width, is a two-story structure, and contains 20 bedrooms, 
4 living rooms, four rooms for house mothers and domes- 


tic science and domestic art rooms. Its total cost was 
$100,000.

A Special Class for Crippled Deaf Children—A new 
class for crippled deaf children was opened in September, 
1930, at the Spaulding School for Crippled Children in 
Chicago. The class is in charge of a trained teacher of 
the deaf, and is an important step in taking care of this 
doubly handicapped group. 


Deafness as an Occupational Result—The possibility 
that deafness may occur as the result of one’s occupation 
is discussed in this statement from Science, June 20, 
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The possible outcome of deafness as a result of a noisy job was 
brought to the attention of the Federation of Organizations for 
the Hard of Hearing on June 19, by Dr. Frank G. Pedley, of the 
Montreal General Hospital. 

A Scottish physician has found that 75 per cent of boiler makers 
either could not hear at all at a public meeting, or could hear only 
with difficulty, and Dr. Pedley’s experience with weavers is similar. 

‘¢Every one has heard of boiler-maker’s deafness, but there are 
many other occupations in which work is carried on amid a most 
frightful din, and in which the workers almost invariably lose their 
hearing. ’? 

Among occupations which are hard on the ears are: Spinning, 
carding and combing in the textile industry, chipping and stamping 
metals, stone-cutting, tunnel construction, riveting, stoking aboard 
ship. Some jobs in aviation, testing of firearms, cement manu- 
facture and woodwork were included. 

The number of individuals exposed to undue noise runs into 
hundreds of thousands, Dr. Pedley estimated. Chronic occupational 
deafness usually creeps on insidiously until someone calls the victim’s 
attention to it. This type of deafness is traced to a degeneration 
of the delicate receiving apparatus of the internal ear. 

More information is needed before a rational program of pre- 
vention can be planned. No single noisy plant has yet been in- 
vestigated to determine the degree of deafness its men attain, the 
time involved and the intensi‘y of the noise which produced the 
impairment of hearing. 

‘¢Meantime,’’ he stated, ‘‘it seems only fair to workers in noisy 
trades that they be advised of the hazard they are exposed to. I 
question whether the state has morally the right to permit con- 
ditions which destroy the function of any part of the body, and 
certainly the individual citizen should be informed of these con- 
ditions, and given the option of refusing or accepting them.’’ 


The Ear and Equilibrium in Aviation.—The relative im- 
portance of the senses of hearing and equilibrium in aero- 
nautics are discussed in an article on ‘‘The Relation Be- 
tween Physical Deficiencies and Decreased Performance’’ 
by Dr. Harold J. Cooper, assistant medical director of the 
aeronautics branch of the Department of Commerce, in the 
Journal of Aviation Medicine, March, 1930. 


Because of the widespread information that has been disseminated 
relative to the Barany (‘‘whirling chair’’) test and because of its 
somewhat dramatic effect on some applicants, considerable interest 
is still attached to it. Numbers of the laity still associate this test 
with a physical examination for flying. This test is still performed 
in the original examination of cadets in the military flying schools 
but it is not repeated unless some special indication arises. It is 
not used in the examinations conducted by the Department of 
Commerce. 

There has probably been no subject in aviation medicine, about 
which so much dispute has raged as that of equilibrium. The litera- 
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ture is replete with articles on this subject, many of them directly 
conflicting. When flying was in its infancy, the sudden and unusual 
changes in equilibrium which the flyer had to undergo were con- 
sidered very important. If one goes over the literature of American 
writers on aviation medicine during the war, he is at once impressed 
by the multitude of aticles on the equilibratory function of the in- 
ternal ear. The subject of otology occupied the center of the stage. 

That the whole matter was overstressed and that otology is of 
secondary importance in aviation medicine there is no doubt. Vision, 
so far as aviation is concerned, is the most important factor in 
equilibrium. The studies that have contributed the most in this 
regard are those connected with ‘‘blind flying’’. A pilot is flying 
blind when he has no fixed object on the earth or in the sky by 
which to check his attitude in flight. His plane may be in a climb, 
a glide or a turn and the determination of the degree of such change 
‘must be made independently of the sense of sight. Any number 
of pilots have experimented on the subject by flying through clouds. 
All are convinced that a normal attitude of flight cannot be main- 
tained for more than a short time. Under such conditions the pilot 
cannot tell with accuracy the degree to which he is climbing, gliding 
or turning. If his tachometer (engine revolution counter) shows 
an increase in the engine rate, or if his air speed meter begins to 
climb up, if the controls become stiff, and if the blast in his face 
is stronger, he knows he is in a glide but he has no way of know- 
ing how far to pull out of the glide, other than to note the effect 
it has on the instruments and on the sensitivity of the controls. 
If his compass shows a change in direction, he may know he is 
turning, but he has no accurate knowledge of the rate of the turn. 
In a spin to the right, for example, his semicircular canals may be 
more of a hindrance than a help, for if, after spinning to the right 
for a turn or two and then managing to recover, his internal ear 
gives him the impression that he is turning to the left. Not being 
able to disregard this sensation, and not knowing what attitude 
his plane is in, he proceeds to correct for the sensation of turning 
left by applying his controls to the right only to find himself, pres- 
ently, in another spin to the right. 

Even after the bank and turn indicator came into common use, 
it was little understood. Many pilots, after flying through clouds or 
thick weather for a short time, would return to their field and tell, 
with great seriousness, about the misbehavior of their instruments. 
It was a most difficult problem to impress upon pilots the necessity 
of believing their instruments and ignoring their ears. 


Dr. Cooper also explains the present test requirements 
in equilibrium. 


The present test used by the military and civilian flight examiners 
is the self-balancing test. The subject performs this test by stand- 
ing on one foot, flexing the other leg at the knee and shutting the 
eyes. The subject may sway the leg one way or another in order 
to assist himself in maintaining balance, but he must not prop the 
flexed knee against the other for support. He is required to main- 
tain this position as steadily as possible for fifteen seconds. The 
test is then repeated, using the other foot. Depending on the 
steadiness of the subject during the required period he is classed 
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as ‘‘steady,’’ ‘‘fairly steady,’’ or ‘‘unsteady.’? A maximum of 
three trials on each foot is allowed. The Department does not 
necessarily disqualify on this test alone, but does disqualify if 
unsteadiness is associated with disease or disturbance of the mid- 
dle or internal ear, including impaired auditory acuity. 

Retirement of Dr. Eichholz—Announcement is made in 
the Teacher of the Deaf, October, 1930, that Dr. A. 
Eichholz has retired as His Majesty’s Inspector of Schools 
for the Deaf, a position he has filled most capably to the 
great benefit of schools for the deaf in England for the 
past 32 years. The departure of Dr. EHichholz from 
official participation in the work of education of the deaf 
is occasion for universal regret, for his long service has 
been marked by sympathetic cooperation and distinct 
progress. 

As a manifestation of the regard in which he is held, 
Dr. Eichholz was accorded a reception by teachers of the 
deaf, September 20, in London, on which occasion he was 
presented with a Book of Remembrance and a special 
gift of a cheque for £90. The cheque Dr. Eichholz asked 
to be turned over to the National College of Teachers of 
the Deaf, to establish a prize for the promotion of 
research. 


Extreme Personality Effects of Deafness.—According to 
the following account in Science, June 20, 1930, an atti- 
tude of suspicion or depression is a likely outcome of loss 
of hearing. We assume this refers more particularly to 
individuals in whom the handicap comes on in the years 
after childhood. 


The individual who loses his hearing entirely, or even partially, is 
in danger of falling into one of two unhappy states. Either he may 
become sadly depressed, or else he may become suspicious. 

Which way the deafened person is most likely to fall depends on 
his own personality, according to a report by Dr. Ruth Brickner, 
of New York before the Federation of Organizations for the Hard 
of Hearing, which met recently in New York City. 

The person who becomes suspicious is the type known to psychi- 
atrists as a narcissistic person, because of his strong tendency to 
self-love. Such a man has always been unable to accept criticism, 
Dr. Brickner explained. He could not be wrong, and yet frequently 
complains of injuries and slights. He can not accept, or even be- 
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lieve, that he has become the victim of a serious disorder, and so 
when he gets into difficulties through his defective hearing he is 
quick to accuse the world of persecution and ridicule. 

The man who becomes depressed is the type who has always gone 
through life feeling dissatisfied with his achievements and highly 
critical of himself. He has been unable to develop what Dr. Adolf 
Meyer so aptly calls ‘‘resting points of satisfaction’’. Such a 
man man rage at his deafness which restricts his freedom, but his 
rage takes the form of self-hatred. 

Both types, if the condition becomes acute, shut themselves away 
from other people, the first because he suspects people of being 
unfair to him, and the second because he dislikes to trouble others 
with his conversational handicap. Extreme personality types and 
extreme reactions to deafness are not common, but each individual 
needs to recognize the tendencies and where they may lead. 

Study of lip-reading was recommended by Dr. Brickner as the 
first prerequisite to overcome isolation in deafness. Human beings 
happen to be social beings. Some deafened persons achieve success 
in social contact with other deafened persons, and in familiar en- 
vironment but become panic-stricken when they have to talk with 
hearing people. Others attain the greater victory of mingling se- 
curely with the deafened and with hearing people alike. 


Digestive Insufficiency as a Cause of Defectwe Hearing. 
—An unusual line of investigation in connection with the 
problem of defective hearing is suggested in an Asso- 
ciated Press account, appearing in the Washington Eve- 
ning Star, October 31, 1930, which tells of a report by 
Dr. Mark J. Gottlieb of New York before an American 
Academy of Ophthalmology and Otolaryngology meeting 
in Chicago, in which the theory is advanced that certain 
poisons arising from incomplete intestinal digestion are 
the causes of various forms of deafness. The findings that 
give basis to such a theory are said to be the outcome of 
eight years of study in the clinic for the hard of hearing 
at Beth-Israel Hospital, New York. Further elaboration 
of the theory is contained in this extract from the Asso- 
ciated Press account: 

‘*The fact that the intestinal contents of certain deafened peo- 
ple are poisonous to guinea pigs on injections and produce among 
other things bleeding and inflammation in the hearing organs of 
these animals adds another link to the chain of evidence that deaf- 
ness in a large number of patients is due to some poison arising in 
the intestines.’’ 

The source of this poison was found in partial failure of the 


pancreas. This organ supplies digestive ferments, trypsin for 
digesting proteins, amylopsin for sugars and steapsin for fats. If 
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any of these were insufficient, part of the food was undigested and 
poisons formed. 


In a ‘‘very thorough examination’’ of 41 deafened persons, Dr. 
Gottlieb said, 31 were found deficient in pancreatic ferments. 


‘¢TIn many instances,’’ he went on, ‘‘the results showed that the 
patients had little or no digestion of one or more of three impor- 
tant classes of foods—proteins, sugars and fats. 


‘¢Twenty-three of the 31 were treated by administration of po- 
tent pancreatic extract, and some very startling improvements 
resulted in 20 of these. Just as soon as the pancreatic extract was 
stopped, or when not sufficiently powerful extract was taken, the 
hearing gradually became worse again. 


‘*Many items in the problem still need clarification. It will 
require coordinated efforts of the chemist, biologist, pathologist, 
ophthalmologist, internist and otologist to investigate the obscure 
problems which still lurk in the darkness of this important subject. 
For this much assistance will be required.’’ 


Ten of the 41 deafened had normal intestinal digestion, and in 
their cases, Dr. Gottlieb said, deafness was found associated with 
the following troubles: pituitary disease, three; thyroid failure, 
one; gall-bladder and liver, four; pneumonia, one, and one unde- 
termined. 

Bulletin on Vocational Teacher Training.—‘The Train- 
ing of Teachers for Trade and Industrial Education’’ is 
the subject of a bulletin just issued by the Federal Board 
for Vocational Education. This bulletin should be of in- 
terest to officials of schools for the deaf inasmuch as they 
are concerned with vocational training programs. 


The development and evolution of teacher-training pro- 
grams are traced in the bulletin and the types of positions 
for which trade and industrial teachers are in demand 
are outlined. The forms of teacher-training courses now 
being offered and the character of the organization set up 
by teacher-training institutions are also explained. The 
closing chapter of the publication contains recommenda- 
tions covering a number of problems encountered in voca- 
tional education. 

Under the terms of the national vocational education 
acts definite funds are made available annually by the 
Federal Government for the training of teachers for voca- 
tional education fields. The new bulletin is a manual of 
suggestions for the organization and operation of efficient 
teacher-training programs based on the experience of the 
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State boards for vocational education and the Federal 
Board for Vocational Education in teacher training.

Dr. Taylor on the Most Important Problem in the Edu- 
cation of the Deaf—In an article contributed to the 
October, 1930, number of New York State Education, Dr. 
Harris Taylor, superintendent of the Lexington Avenue 
School in New York City, makes the following statement, 
with which educators of the deaf in general are quite in 
accord : 


The gravest problem now in the education of the deaf in New 
York is to fit them for their proper place as wage earners after 
leaving school. For more than eighty years the schools for the deaf 
were far in advance of the public schools for the hearing in making 
provision for trade teaching. The deaf boy was better equipped 
than his hearing brother to make a living. But within recent years 
the condition has changed materially. To-day trade schools and 
vocational high schools for the hearing are much better equipped 
for vocational training than any school for the deaf can be under 
existing conditions. The State Department of Education and the 
schools for the deaf realize that this problem is serious and efforts 
are being made to find a practical solution. Whatever the course 
of study may be and however well the schoolroom work is carried 
on, schools for the deaf must be measured ultimately by what their 
pupils do in after life. From all information obtainable within the 
memory of the writer, there has always been a smaller percentage 
of unemployment among the deaf than among the hearing. In view, 
however, of modern industrial upheavals, the application of only the 
most advanced ideas in education can insure a continuance of this 
condition. 


Call to the Fourth International Congress of the Deaf. 
—Under the patronage of the French and Foreign Asso- 
ciation of the Deaf, the Fourth International Congress of 
the Deaf will be held in Paris, July 9 to 16, inclusive, 
1931. Questions concerning the economic, intellectual and 
social advancement of the deaf will be discussed. An 
attractive program of entertainment and pleasure trips, 
including a celebration at the statue of Abbé de 1’Epée 
at Versailles, is plamned. Athletic events will also be 
arranged. The deaf of a‘ countries, as well as their hear- 
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ing friends, are cordially invited to attend. Inquiries 
concerning program and accommodations should be ad- 
dressed to M. Rubens-Alcais, secretary general, 4 Villa 
Stendhal, Paris (XXc).
